Fleet Resumes Bombardment of City After Twenty-

LONDON, March 12—The Turkish
commander of Smyrna has refused a
demand for surrender, Rear Admiral
Pelrse's squadron, after a twenty-four-
hour truce, has resumed shelling the
port.
